Dear  Sir  : In  accordance  Muth  your  instructions,  I have  made  an 
examination  of  the  books  of  accounts  and  records  of  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1945, 
and  submit  herewith  my  report  thereon,  together  vith  the  following 
statements,  all  as  at  the  aforementioned  date. 

Statement  of  Condition  Exhibit  “A” 

Profit  and  Loss  Account  for  the  Year  Exhibit  “B” 

Analysis  of  Surplus  Exhibit  “C” 

Reserve  Cash  Schedule  “A-1” 

In  amplification  of  these  statements,  I desire  to  make  the  following 
explanatory  comments  and  my  examination  of  them. 

Current  Assets  — 825,864^21 

All  monies  purported  to  have  been  received  by  the  Association  were 
traced  into  the  depository,  and  all  disbursements  therefrom  were  supported 
by  cancelled  checks  and  vouchers  duly  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

In  confirmation  of  the  bank  balance,  I received  a certificate  from  the 
depository  which  was  reconciled  with  the  books  of  account,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  was  counted  during  my  examination. 

The  changes  in  the  reserve  cash  deposited  in  savings  banks  are  shown 
in  Schedule  “A-F’  attached  hereto. 

The  money  expended  by  the  Association  for  relief  in  the  year  1945 
totaled  S5,761.14,  as  compared  with  $5,396.52  spent  in  1944.  The  monies 
spent  for  relief  in  1944  were  remitted  to  the  Association  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Charity  Committee  in  February  1945.  All  monies  expended  by  the 
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Relief  Committee  of  the  Association  during  the  year  1945  have  been  reim- 
bursed from  the  income  of  the  Charity  Fund,  except  the  amount  of 
$1,919.62  as  shown  on  the  Statement  of  Condition. 

The  accounts  receivable,  $401.59,  were  all  current  and  collectible. 
Other  Funds  — $9,166.87 

This  fund  is  represented  by  a ‘‘Deposit  in  Trust”  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Life  Insurance  Company,  certificate  No.  103,  with  a principal  sum 
of  $9,166.87.  This  certificate  was  dated  February  2,  1903,  with  interest 
payable  as  of  January  1 each  year,  and  was  presented  to  me  for  exami- 
nation. 

Chanty  Funds  — $438,565.42 

These  funds  and  income  therefrom  were  more  fully  commented  upon 
in  a separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All 
the  underlying  securities  and  pass  books  representing  deposits  in  various 
savings  banks  in  this  Commonwealth  were  presented  to  me  in  the  pres- 
ence of  two  of  the  Trustees  on  December  26,  1945,  at  the  safe  deposit 
vault  of  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  All  income  was 
properly  accounted  for. 

Investment  in  Plant  — $530,357.99 

By  a Special  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1880,  the  Association 
can  hold  $600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter,  the 
Association  voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a building 
thereon.  The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000  by 
two  independent  appraisers  and  is  the  value  at  which  it  is  now  carried 
on  the  books.  The  property  was  assessed  in  1945  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  follows :

In  addition,  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $19,320.  The  Association  also 
carries  workmen’s  compensation  and  public  liability  insurance.

Current  Liabilities  — $120,603.45 

At  December  31,  1945,  the  Association  was  indebted  to  the  New 
England  Trust  Company  for  one  note  in  the  sum  of  $15,000,  which  is 
due  on  February  14,  1946.  During  the  year  this  note  has  been  reduced 
in  the  sum  of  $12,298.57. 

There  is  owed  the  City  of  Boston  for  real  estate  taxes  on  the  building 
the  sum  of  $99,954  plus  approximately  $6,000  which  covers  interest 
and  costs  for  the  years  1943,  1944,  and  1945. 

A perusal  of  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ment and  Association  for  the  year  disclosed  that  much  thought  and  dis- 
cussion had  been  given  to  this  serious  matter.  A supposedly  friendly  suit 
was  brought  in  Probate  Court  by  the  Association  members  against  the 
Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  to  ascertain  if  the  Trustees  had  the  right 
under  the  By-Laws  to  advance  monies  or  take  a mortgage  upon  the  build- 
ing, thereby  making  it  possible  for  the  Association  to  obtain  funds  to 
meet  their  tax  obhgation.  The  case  was  eventually  carried  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Supreme  Court  at  a cost  of  $2,049.30  to  the  Trustees  and  an 
outstanding  bUl,  not  yet  rendered  to  the  Association,  for  legal  expenses. 
The  Probate  Court  denied  jurisdiction  and  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  so  no  decision  was  reached  as  a result  of  these  legal  proceedings. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  Association  held  November  28,  1945, 
changes  in  the  By-Laws  relative  to  the  Charity  Funds  were  adopted. 

In  order  to  alle\iate  the  serious  tax  situation  and  possibly  relieve 
the  high  assessment  placed  on  the  building  by  the  City  of  Boston,  one 
course  is  open  to  the  Association.  An  appeal  can  be  made  to  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board  of  the  Commonwealth  for  a hearing  on  the  merits  of  the  case, 
but  first,  the  taxes  must  be  paid  before  such  an  appeal  can  be  entertained. 
It  would  seem  as  though  some  means  could  be  defused  whereby  the  taxes 
might  be  paid. 

So  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  aU  other  known  liabihties  were  taken 
up  in  the  accounts  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Furthermore,  all  these  lia- 
bilities had  been  duly  approved  for  pajunent  by  the  Finance  Committee 
at  their  meeting  held  January  3,  1946. 

Profit  and  Loss  — $26,756.50 

The  loss  for  the  year  is  shown  in  detail  in  Exhibit  “B”  attached 
hereto.  This  is  a real  improvement  over  that  of  the  pre\dous  year.  With 
the  business  in  prospect  for  the  coming  year,  and  if  the  taxes  can  be 
reduced,  the  Association  could  be  in  a fair  way  to  meet  its  expenses. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  for  the  help  rendered  during 
the  course  of  my  examination.

We  wish  to  report  that  the  market  value  of  our  bonds  is  some  $13,000 
more  than  the  figures  included  in  this  statement. 

This  year  we  have  received  interest  in  the  sum  of  $400  on  bonds  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad,  which  are  in  default.  There 
remains  unpaid  on  these  bonds  as  at  December  31, 1945,  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

On  January  3,  1945,  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $5000  of  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  & Quincy  Railroad  4’s,  1949  were  called  at  $105.  There 
was  a gain  of  $187.50  over  the  cost  on  these  bonds. 

As  part  of  our  report  we  include  the  Auditor’s  report  giving  the 
investments,  the  Auditor  having  reconciled  each  of  the  savings  bank  pass 
books  with  our  records  and  with  those  of  the  banks,  and  personally  exam- 
ined and  checked  each  security  showing  the  results. 

The  full  report  of  the  Auditor,  George  K.  Gordon,  wiU  be  printed 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  which  is  distributed  for  the 
information  of  all  members  of  the  Association.

that  the  Trustees  of  the  so-called  Charity  Fund  shaU  act  as  Investment 
Committee  until  their  successors  are  elected.”

Gentlemen  : In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  examined 
the  books  of  account  and  records  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  for 
the  year  ended  December  31, 1945,  and  submit  herewith  my  report  thereon, 
together  with  the  foUovdng  statements,  all  as  at  that  date.

In  amplification  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I desire  to  make  the 
following  explanatory  comments  and  my  examination  of  them. 

The  bonds  and  savings  bank  pass  books,  as  shown  in  detail  on 
Exhibit  “A,”  were  presented  to  me  for  examination  in  the  presence  of 
two  of  the  Trustees  on  December  26,  1945,  at  the  safe  deposit  vault  of 
the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company. 

On  January  3,  1945,  bonds  in  the  amount  of  S5,000  of  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  & Quincy  Railroad  4’s,  1949  were  called  at  S105.  The  pro- 
ceeds, $5,250,  were  deposited  in  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank. 

During  the  year,  coupons  due  as  of  July  1,  1942,  and  January  1, 
1943,  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad  4’s,  1955, 
amounting  to  $400,  were  paid.  There  remains  unpaid  on  these  bonds  as 
at  December  31,  1945,  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

All  income  from  bonds  paid  in  the  year  1945,  and  aU  dividends  on 
deposits  in  savings  banks,  were  properly  accounted  for  and  are  shovm  in 
detail  on  Exhibit  “B”  attached  hereto. 

The  income  from  the  foregoing  investments  is  unrestricted  and  is  to 
be  used  in  maintaining  the  charitable  work  of  the  Association  in  accord- 
ance with  the  By-Laws.  The  unexpended  balance  of  income,  which 
amounted  to  $3,210.88  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1945,  after  pay- 
ment of  legal  fees  of  $2,049.30,  was  added  to  the  principal. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  the  sum 
of  $8,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  the  income  from  which  shall 
be  devoted  for  the  payment  of  a scholarship  of  two  years  each  in  any 
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department  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  the  benefici- 
aries to  be  worthy  sons  of  members  or  past  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association.  The  status  of  this  fund  is  shown  in 
Exhibit  “C”  attached  hereto. 

The  records  of  the  Trustees  were  found  to  be  in  order,  and  I wish  to 
express  to  them  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
examination  of  their  accounts.

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8.  To  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  President, 
Mr.  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb,  which  was  as  follows: 

To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

As  I address  you  at  the  end  of  a second  year  as  your  President,  we 
have  behind  us  another  year  of  unprofitable  operation,  while  ahead  of 
us  we  have  at  least  the  prospect  of  better  times. 

To  take  advantage  of  these  better  prospects  we  have  got  to  rid  our- 
selves of  the  deficit  which  has  accumulated  through  fifteen  years  of 
depression  and  war.  The  details  of  this  situation  have  been  so  thoroughly 
discussed  at  the  Association  meetings  of  the  last  two  or  three  years,  and 
the  members  have  so  many  times  by  vote  expressed  their  will,  that  further 
discussion  about  what  should  be  done  is  unnecessary. 

It  is  nearly  two  years  since  the  legal  steps  necessary  to  obtain  a 
court  decision  permitting  a transfer  of  money  from  the  Charity  Fund  to 
pay  off  the  deficit  in  the  General  Fund,  were  started  by  the  attorneys 
who  for  many  years  had  handled  the  Association’s  legal  affairs.  The 
result  was  a dismissal  of  the  petition  by  the  Probate  Court  on  the  basis 
of  lack  of  jurisdiction,  w^hich  dismissal  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  and  we  were  back  where  we  started,  with  no  definite 
answer,  and  with  the  feeling  that  the  legal  proceedings  had  been  poorly 
handled. 

A new  start  has  been  made  by  amendment  of  the  By-Laws,  the  legal 
procedure  has  been  turned  over  to  another  attorney,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
some  definite  court  decision  can  be  obtained  in  the  near  future. 

A year  ago  I reported  to  you  that  steps  were  being  taken  to  bring 
our  tax  situation  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  This  matter  had  to 
be  dropped  because  of  our  inability  to  pay  even  a part  of  our  1944  real 
estate  taxes. 

In  the  management  of  the  building,  Mr.  Laing  has  done  an  excellent 
job  in  spite  of  the  difficult  conditions  and  government  restrictions  in 
effect  during  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year.  He  found  several  new 
sources  of  revenue  to  offset  some  which  we  expected  even  under  war  con- 
ditions, but  which  did  not  materialize.  At  the  same  time  he  has  reduced 
expenses  at  many  points  with  the  result  that  the  loss  has  been  less  than 
expected  a year  ago.  Our  property  is  in  good  condition,  complete  com- 
pliance has  been  made  with,  the  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  and  we  should  be  able  to  take  full  advantage  of 
any  prospective  business  ahead.  The  cooperation  of  the  employees  in  the 
building  has  been  excellent. 
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As  for  the  future  a brief  comparison  with  last  year  may  interest  you. 
Mr.  Laing  has  definitely  signed  up  seven  shows  which  should  produce 
revenue  of  approximately  $47,500.  Last  year  we  received  from  two  shows 
which  were  held  and  one  which  was  cancelled  at  the  last  moment,  approxi- 
mately $16,275.  If  we  assume  the  income  from  our  regular  tenants  and 
from  single  night  rentals  to  be  at  least  equal  to  last  year,  it  seems  quite 
possible  that  we  may  show  a profit  for  the  coming  year.  For  the  past 
two  years  I have  been  optimistic  about  this  possibility  once  the  war  had 
ended,  and  I am  still  optimistic. 

While  the  Board  of  Government  has  been  occupied  with  our  business 
problems,  the  Relief  Committee  as  usual  has  attended  to  its  duty  of 
aiding  our  less  fortunate  members  and  their  families,  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Charity  Fund  or  Investment  Committee  as  we  recently  have 
chosen  to  call  them,  have  continued  their  excellent  management  of  our 
invested  funds. 

I vdsh  again  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  and  assistance  which  I 
have  received  from  the  Officers,  Trustees,  Committees,  and  members  of 
the  Association,  the  Building  Manager,  and  the  employees  in  the  office 
and  in  the  building.

NECROLOGY 


Joseph  M.  Robinson 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  Robinson,  who  joined  this  Association  in  July  1896, 
died  April  8,  1942,  at  Andover,  Massachusetts,  in  his  eighty-fifth  year. 

Mr.  Robinson  was  the  son  of  Henry  S.  and  Mary  Murphy  Robin- 
son, and  was  born  in  Clinton,  Massachusetts,  May  4,  1857.  He  received 
his  education  in  the  Lawrence  schools,  graduating  from  LavTence  High 
School  in  1877. 

On  graduation  he  entered  business  with  his  father  in  the  Robinson 
Boiler  Works,  later  termed  the  H.  S.  Robinson  & Company.

Mr.  Leonard  obtained  his  education  in  the  Medford  schools,  gradu- 
ating from  Medford  High  School  vdth  the  class  of  1897.  He  started  his 
business  career  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  of  New  York, 
and  after  seven  years  he  left  that  concern  to  associate  himself  with  the 
Republic  Bank  Note  Company  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

He  later  entered  the  ventilating  business  with  the  George  H.  Priggen 
Company,  Inc.,  as  its  Treasurer.  He  was  also  associated  with  Park  L. 
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Davis  Company,  Priggen  Steel  Garage  Company  of  Boston,  and  the 
Knowlton  & Neviion  Company  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Leonard  joined  this  Association  in  July  1925.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  New  England  Federation  of  Sheet  Metal  Contractors. 

In  April  1906  he  married  Marion  L.  Rogers  who  bore  him  a son  and 
daughter  who,  with  his  vddow,  sur^dve. 

Charles  F.  Shirley 

Charles  Fremont  Shirley  became  a member  of  this  Association 
November  8,  1904,  and  died  January  28,  1945,  aged  eighty-eight  years, 
eleven  months  and  eight  days. 

Mr.  Shirley  was  for  many  years  associated  vdth  the  Forbes  Litho- 
graph Manufacturing  Company,  Chelsea,  Massachusetts,  as  a lithographer. 

He  served  this  Association  on  the  Board  of  Government  for  the  years 
1916,  1917,  and  1918,  and  w'as  on  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  year 
1918.  After  he  retired  from  business,  he  made  his  home  in  Topsfield, 
where  he  died. 

Mr.  Shirley  was  survived  by  a wife. 

Mr.  Shirley  never  filed  an  autobiography  with  the  Association,  and 
several  letters  to  Mrs.  Shirley  brought  no  results.  The  above  was  only 
what  was  known  by  the  Secretary. 

William  B.  Johnson 

Whlliam  Benjamin  Johnson,  who  joined  this  Association  in  May 
1902,  died  March  11,  1945,  aged  seventy-seven  years,  four  months  and 
eight  days. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  William 
Ambrose  and  Mary  A.  Collins  Johnson.  He  obtained  his  education  in  the 
Boston  schools  and  entered  the  plumbing  business  with  his  father.  In 
1889  he  established  his  own  plumbing  business  which  he  actively  con- 
ducted for  many  years. 

He  was  also  actively  engaged  in  the  marble  business  under  his  own 
name  with  his  plant  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts. 

In  1913  a tramp  freighter  ran  on  the  rocks  off  the  Maine  coast.  After 
being  given  up  by  several  vTecking  crews,  Mr.  Johnson  bought  the  ship 
from  the  insurance  company  and  with  salvaging  machinery,  floated  it 
and  brought  it  to  Boston  to  drydock.  After  repairs,  he,  at  the  beginning 
of  World  War  I,  sold  the  ship,  making  a handsome  profit  in  the  venture. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  known  as  the  only  individual  to  own  a steamship,  as 
most  ships  are  owmed  by  shares. 

Mr.  Johnson  served  this  Association  as  one  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  Trade  School  from  1908  to  1915  inclusive;  also,  on  the  Com- 
mittee of  Relief  in  1905,  and  Board  of  Government  for  the  years  1909, 
1910,  and  1911. 

In  October  1890,  Mr.  Johnson  married  Katherine  F.  A.  Conley,  who 
passed  away  in  January,  1931. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  four  daughters. 
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Millard  Fillmore 

Millard  Fillmore  was  born  in  Hopewell  Cape,  New  Brunswick,  March 
21, 1855,  and  passed  away  at  his  home  on  Erie  Street,  Cambridge,  April  24, 
1945,  aged  ninety  years,  one  month,  and  three  days. 

Mr.  Fillmore  was  the  son  of  William  and  Jane  Dickson  Fillmore, 
who  were  natives  of  Hopewell  Cape,  New  Brunswick. 

He  obtained  his  education  in  the  common  schools  and  later  took 
evening  courses  at  Comer’s  Business  College. 

He  entered  business  with  his  father  in  the  W.  Fillmore  Company, 
Builders  and  Contractors,  of  Cambridge,  and  later  became  President  and 
Treasurer.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  retired. 

In  July  1878,  he  married  Margaret  McNeil,  who  died  in  1929. 

Mr.  Fillmore  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  four  daughters. 


Charles  H.  Forsaith 

Charles  Herbert  Forsaith  joined  this  Association  January  18,  1922, 
and  died  April  26,  1945,  aged  eighty-five  years,  tw^o  months,  and  one  day. 

Mr.  Forsaith  was  born  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  son 
of  William  H.  and  Caroline  Goldsmith  Forsaith.  He  obtained  his  educa- 
tion in  the  Boston  schools. 

He  entered  business  at  an  early  age,  and  became  interested  in  safety 
stair  treads.  He  was  for  thirty-one  years  with  the  American  Safety  Tread 
Company,  retiring  in  1925. 

Mr.  Forsaith  ser^^ed  this  Association  on  the  Committee  of  Relief  for 
the  years  1936,  1937,  and  1938.  He  was  a member  of  William  Parkman 
Lodge  of  Masons,  and  a Past  Noble  Grand  of  the  I.O.O.F. 

In  October  1882  he  married  Lillian  A.  Sanborn,  who  died  in  1938. 

Mr.  Forsaith  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  a daughter. 


Frank  0.  Clark 

Frank  Oscar  Clark,  who  joined  this  Association  in  July  1920,  was 
born  October  15,  1870,  the  son  of  Enoch  R.  and  Mary  Ann  Henderson 
Clark  in  St.  George,  Maine,  and  died  May  9,  1945,  aged  seventy-four 
years,  six  months,  and  twenty-four  days. 

Mr.  Clark  secured  his  education  in  the  schools  of  St.  George,  Maine, 
and  in  the  evening  schools  at  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

He  first  entered  business  in  the  employ  of  Joseph  Breck  & Sons, 
staying  there  from  1885  to  1901,  when  he  purchased  a partnership  in  a 
grocery  and  market  at  Waltham,  Massachusetts.  In  1903  he  began  the 
manufacturing  of  brooms  in  Somerville  under  the  firm  name  of  the  Conrad 
Broom  Company.  He  incorporated  the  F.  0.  Clark  Engraving  Company, 
manufacturers  of  photoengraving,  in  1906,  and  many  years  later  con- 
solidated with  the  Fulsom  Engraving  Company  of  Boston.  He  continued 
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with  the  latter  company  as  salesman.  In  1938  he  left  the  Fulsom  Com- 
pany and  was  employed  in  the  Trimount  Engra\dng  Company  of  Boston 
until  faihng  health  obliged  him  to  retire. 

Mr.  Clark  was  a member  of  both  the  Scottish  and  York  Rites  in 
Masonry,  being  a member  and  Past  Master  of  Joseph  Webb  Lodge,  A.  F. 
and  A.  M.,  a member  and  Past  High  Priest  of  St.  PauFs  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  a member  of  Boston  Council,  Royal  and  Select  Master,  a mem- 
ber and  Past  Commander  of  Boston  Commandery,  Knights  Templar,  and 
a member  of  Aleppo  Temple,  Mystic  Shrine. 

He  became  a member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Boston  in  Decem- 
ber 1909,  and  April  1910,  and  was  Thrice  Potent  Master  of  Boston  Lodge 
of  Perfection  from  1932  to  1935. 

In  1900,  Mr.  Clark  married  Alice  M.  Da\’is,  wRo  was  associated  with 
him  for  many  years  in  the  management  of  the  engra^dng  business.  Mrs. 
Clark  passed  away  very  suddenly  in  December  1944.  Mr.  Clark  leaves 
no  survivors. 


Merrill  P.  Butler 

IVIerrill  Philip  Butler  was  born  in  Roslindale,  IVIassachusetts,  son  of 
Philip  Hall  and  Emma  Elizabeth  Merrill  Butler,  October  16,  1880,  and 
died  May  10,  1945,  aged  sixty-four  years,  seven  months,  and  twenty-four 
days. 

Mr.  Butler  obtained  his  education  in  the  Newton  schools  and  gradu- 
ated from  Harvard  College  in  1903  as  a cml  engineer.  He  served  some 
time  in  this  capacity.  He  then  entered  the  marble  business  vith  his 
father  under  the  firm  name  of  Philip  H.  Butler  & Son  Company,  and 
remained  in  that  business  until  it  w'as  consolidated  with  the  Freeport 
Marble  and  Tile  Company.  He  continued  some  time  vdth  the  latter 
company. 

]Mr.  Butler  retired  from  the  business  and  traveled  in  this  country 
and  abroad. 

In  June  1904,  he  married  Vi\denne  B.  Bailey,  who  sur\dves. 


Alvah  P.  Chandler 

Alvah  Philbrook  Chandler  was  bom  in  North  Monmouth,  Maine, 
son  of  Lucius  Stocking  and  Adeline  Tuck  Philbrook  Chandler,  Novem- 
ber 13,  1868,  and  died  May  16,  1945,  at  Roslindale,  Massachusetts,  aged 
seventy-six  years,  six  months,  and  three  days. 

Mr.  Chandler  obtained  his  education  in  the  Boston  schools  and  when 
tw’enty  years  old  he  associated  himself  with  the  Chandler  & Barber  Com- 
pany, Builders’  Hardware,  where  he  remained,  being  still  associated  with 
them  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a period  of  fifty-seven  years. 

Mr.  Chandler  w'as  a member  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Roslin- 
dale, and  of  this  Association,  which  he  joined  October  19,  1921. 

On  November  14,  1899,  he  married  Katharina  Dahl,  who  bore  him 
a son  and  a daughter  who,  with  the  widow,  survive. 
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William  S.  Fifield 

William  Small  Fifield  was  born  in  Stonington,  Maine,  the  son  of 
Avery  and  Elizabeth  Small  Fifield,  January  5,  1876,  and  died  in  Malden, 
Massachusetts,  June  14,  1945,  aged  sixty-nine  years,  five  months,  and 
nine  days. 

Mr.  Fifield  obtained  his  education  in  the  Stonington  schools  and 
Shaw’s  Business  College  at  Portland,  Maine,  and  was  for  more  than  forty 
years  a building  contractor  in  the  city  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

He  was  a member  of  both  the  York  and  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  and 
Aleppo  Temple,  Mystic  Shrine. 

In  1905  he  married  Tillie  Atwood,  who  died  April  27,  1935.  Mr* 
Fifield  left  no  family. 


Edwin  W.  Cox 

Mr.  Edvdn  W.  Cox,  a member  of  this  Association  since  1921,  died 
September  14,  1945,  aged  eighty  years  and  six  months. 

Mr.  Cox  was  born  in  England,  the  son  of  William  B.  and  Mary 
Brooking  Cox,  and  was  educated  in  the  Boston  schools. 

He  early  entered  the  plumbing  and  heating  business  under  the  firm 
name  of  Pierce  & Cox,  and  retired  about  five  years  ago  after  nearly  fifty 
years  in  the  business. 

Mr.  Cox  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  Master  Plumbers 
Association,  and  this  Association. 

On  April  15,  1891,  he  married  Annie  L.  Packard,  who,  vdth  a son, 
Raymond  Edvdn,  survives. 


Louis  H.  Jacobs 

Louis  Henry  Jacobs,  who  joined  this  Association  April  21,  1926,  died 
November  19,  1945,  aged  seventy-one  years,  nine  months  and  twenty- 
nine  days. 

Mr.  Jacobs  was  born  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  John 
Jacob  and  Charlotte  Bleiler  Jacobs,  and  obtained  his  education  in  the 
Roxbury  schools. 

He  started  in  the  plumbing  business  at  the  age  of  sixteen  and  at  the 
age  of  twenty  had  twenty-five  men  at  work  for  him.  At  that  time  Revere 
Beach  was  just  starting  to  become  a pleasure  spot. 

Mr.  Jacobs  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  one  of  the  oldest  plumbers  in 
point  of  years  in  the  State.  He  was  a member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Company,  Boston  Fusiliers  Veteran’s  Association,  charter 
member  of  the  Master  Plumbers  Association,  both  local  and  national, 
and  of  this  Association. 

On  December  25,  1894,  Mr.  Jacobs  married  Bertha  K.  Werner,  who 
preceded  him  in  death.  The  union  was  blessed  with  four  sons  and  a daugh- 
ter, who  survdve. 
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John  F.  Buerkel 

John  F.  Buerkel,  son  of  Mitchel  F.  and  Madeline  Kerkel  Buerkel, 
was  born  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  May  15,  1853,  and  died  Decem- 
ber 7,  1946,  aged  ninety-two  years,  six  months,  and  twenty-two  days. 

Mr.  Buerkel  secured  his  education  in  the  schools  of  Plymouth. 

In  1869  Mr.  Buerkel  came  to  Boston  and  entered  the  emploj^  of 
Bentlej^  & Richardson,  and  stayed  with  them  until  1875,  when  he  went 
to  New  York  with  the  firm  of  J.  F.  Palmer  & Company.  In  1876  he  again 
returned  to  Boston  to  the  Bentle}^  & Richardson  Company,  wRere  he 
remained  until  February  11,  1877,  wRen  he,  wdth  Mr.  Samuel  Bentley 
of  Lowell,  bought  the  business  of  William  Ne’v\4on,  and  opened  for  business 
under  the  name  of  Buerkel  & Company.  In  1892  Mr.  Bentley  sold  his 
interest  to  Mr.  William  H.  Oakes,  who  has  continued  with  the  business 
with  Mr.  Buerkel,  under  the  name  of  Buerkel  & Company,  Inc. 

The  company  early  in  its  life  installed  the  first  successful  railroad 
car  heater,  which  Mr.  Buerkel  invented  and  assigned  to  the  Johnson  Car 
Heater  Company.  However,  Buerkel  & Company  did  all  the  installing 
for  Canadian  Pacific,  Central  Vermont,  Maine  Central,  Boston  & Maine, 
Old  Colony,  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford,  and  many  other  rail- 
roads, about  sixteen  in  all. 

The  Buerkel  Company  has  installed  some  of  the  largest  heating  and 
power  plants  in  this  country,  and  some  abroad.  They  installed  the  heat- 
ing in  the  old  Howard  WRtch  and  Clock  Company,  Roxbury,  who  made 
the  first  watches  with  interchangeable  parts  made  by  machinery  in  this 
country,  and  of  which  this  Association  (Massachusetts  Charitable  Me- 
chanic Association)  has  No.  1. 

Mr.  Buerkel  retired  from  active  business  about  1924.  He  was  a great 
traveler,  having  traveled  over  fifty-six  thousand  miles  in  Europe  and 
Asia. 

Besides  this  Association,  Mr.  Buerkel  was  a member  of  the  I.O.O.F. 
He  served  this  Association  on  the  Board  of  Government  for  the  years 
1895,  1896,  and  1897. 

In  January  1880,  Mr.  Buerkel  married  Julia  E.  Coleman,  who  bore 
him  two  sons  and  a daughter,  and  died  in  1936.  The  daughter  died  in 
1925.  Mr.  Buerkel  is  survived  by  his  two  sons,  John  F.  and  George  C. 
Buerkel.
